The Hague. Sept. 8 — The intern* 
tlonal court of arbitration rendered its 
decision In Hie Newfoundland fisheries j 
case submitted by the United States 
and Great Britain, but which involved; 
the lot ai governments of Canada and 
Newfoundland. 
Neither 
country wins a clear-cut 
award. 
^ 
The general issue was presented in 
the form of seven questions o 
points. 
On these the tribunal supports the 
United Slates in five and Great B ri 
lain in the other two. 
The British consider the points de­ 
cided in their favor. Nos. I and 5, as 
of the highest Importance, and it t3 
understood that the colonial office is 
satisfied with the outcome. 
On No. 1. however I De United Strifes 
has raised certain questions of equity, 
which will lie submitted to a spec ial 
commission. 
It is also significant that the court 
was unanimous on all questions ex­ 
cept tilt* fifth, and from the decision 
of this Luis Diay,o. member from the 
Argentine Republic, gave a dissenting 
opinion largely supporting tti*- Amort 
can contentions. 


British Claims Rejected. 


On all others of the- main questions 
the tribunal sustain* the principal ccm 
tent ions rn America. The court find* 
that the claims of Great Britain to a 
right to prohibit 
American 
vessels 
from employ ing foreigners, and to im­ 
post light harbor customs and other 
dutie* ate unauthorized by tin* treaty 
of ISIS 
The tribunal finds that Hie regula 
Hon cd the manner, time and imple 
ments of fishing which Great Britain 
or Newfoundland enforce* must 
tie 
reasonable and appropriate, but Great 
Britain cannot lie the sole judge ol 
their reasonableness. 
In ca**1 of di-agteminent the question 
must I)** determined by an impartial 
tribunal like The Hague, or a special 
com mission. 
On question six. which presented 
the claim of (Beal Britain to exclude 
fishermen from the bays arid harbors 
on the tie ty coasts cd Newfoundland 
and the Magdalen islands, the tribu 
nal declares, without qualification, in 
favor cd Vmerica 
Dealing 
with question five. which 
was decoded adversely to Hie United 
States, th*’ court followed the strict 
letter of the Britlsh-Anierican treaty, 
whereby America renounced the right 
to 
fish 
in 
any 
hays on non treaty 
r oasts. 
Th** court holds that this renuncla 
Hon applied to all hays. irresj*ectfve 
of the i -i/e, instead of to small baya 
only, as wa- contended by th* Auierl 
cans. 
The arbitrators were not unani­ 
mous on this question. 


May Make Fish Regulations. 


Regarding point one. cen which the 
American counsel have raised ques 
Hons cd equity, the tribunal hold* that 
the right en Great Britain to tusk* 
fishing regulations without the consent 
ot A m e r ic a is inherent in her sorer 
eignty. 
But iii the exercise of the right tc 
make limited regulations the**- must 
not violate the treaty of ISI# or b* 
so framed as to give the local fisher 
men an advantage over the Anteri 
cans. 
The provisions of the award apply 
not only to future legislation by th* 
imperial government aud the colonies 
but require that the existing statute 
and regulations, to which the Anteri 
cans have objected, be submitted to a 
commission which shall Judge of the-it 
reasonableness, necessity and fairness 
in the light of tile principles laid down 
bv the tribunal. 
In connection with Its decision that 
the reasonableness of the fishing regu 
I a t tot):* must lie determined through 
expert information the tribunal direct* 
the appoint merit of a commission ut 
specialists, calls upon 
America and 
Great Britain to designate their com 
missioners within a month, and ap 
points a* a third

Hock, scientific- adviser of fisheries ol

The O re nits State grange 
has established the precedent of filius 
a list of each of tbs Pomona granges 
In New Hampshire, tbs date sud place 
of i heir organisation, the name and 
residence of the organizing deputy aud 
Incidents In their early history.

time elapses the value of this data end 
the difficulty in procuring It will in­ 
crease In the same ratio.

granges were uot a part of tbs orig­ 
inal plan of the Petrous of Buabandry. 
The 
sem ipublic 
fraternal 
organiza­ 
tions called county councils usually 
preceded the Pomona granges and re­ 
vealed the necessity for their organ! 
zatlon. 
Ju st when. where and by whom the 
first Pomona grange was instituted are 
shrouded In mystery, aud a diligent 
research bas failed to find Hie m.vsts- 
gogue. 
Although the national grunge did 
not provide plans for the organization 
of Pomona granges until the fantom 
seasion In CbaaJestoh. 8. C.. Hi 1874. 
yet there Is no doubt that fifth degree 
granges 
were 
Inatituted 
aud 
their 
method of work determined by trial 
and experience previous to this time. 
It is claimed by Chemung Pomona 
Patrons of New York that theirs was 
the “first Pomona ever organized un­ 
der the laws of the notional grange." 
and there Is no evidence to refute the 
claim, but their further claim of being 
the oldest Pomona grfiuge In exist­ 
ence cannot ta* substantiated, for I 
have a copy of the records made more 
than nine months previously at the 
organization of the Peoria county (Hi.) 
Pomona, which bas always beld meet­ 
ings regularly, and as Its number Is 
thirty-three It Is apparent that many 
similar granges were Instituted In the 
middle west befors the national grange 
arranged for their organization and 
framed lawa for their government 
In procuring data for the “History 
of Eastern New Hampshire Pomona 
Grange,” just published, I have not 
been able to ascertain that any county 
or district grange bas bad an active 
existence for a longer time than the 
one Id Peoria county.
